. by or recovered before said justice in any suit, prosecution
or proceeding had or commenced in the name of said vil-
lage, shall be promptly paid by eaid justice to the recorder
ot said corporation tor the use thereof.

SEC. 13. All persons entitled to vote for county and

be entitled to vote for any elective officer under this act,
and to hold any office hereby created.

SEC. 14. The treasurer of Olmsted county shall retain
in his hands all taxes collected off from property within Dotlorcoaaty
thu incorporated limits of said village, and pay over the
same to the treasurer thereof, except such taxes as are
assessed for state and county purposes.
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SEC. 15. The common council shall have the manage-
ment and control of the finances, aud all the property of
the corporation, and shall also in addition to the power
herein vested in them, have hill power and authority to
make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter,
modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, orders,
by laws and regulations, for government and good order
of the village, for suppression of vice and intemperance,
and for the prevention of crime, as they shall deem expe-
dient. The common council shall have full power uud
authority to declare aud impose lines, penalties uud pun-
ishments, and to enforce the same against a7ty person or
persons who may violate any of the provisions of any or-
dinaiice, rules, by-laws and regulations, which are hereby
declared to be imd have the force of law ; Provided, That
they be not repugnant to the constitution of the United
States or of this State, aud for those purposes shall have
authority, by ordinances, rules, by-laws or regulations-

First.—To license and regulate the exhibitions of com-
mon showmen and shows of all kinds, or the exhibitions
.of caravans, circuses, concerts or theatrical performances,
billiard tables, uiue or ten pin alleys, bowling saloons ; to
grant licenses aud regulate auctions aud auctioneers, gro-
ceries, taverns, victualing houses, and all persons vending
or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors.

Secoud.—To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of
gambling aud fraudulent devices and practices, and all
playing of cards, dice, or other games of chance, for the
purpose of guming in said village, and to restrain auy
person from vending, giving or dealing iu spirituous, fer-
mented or vinous liquors, unless duly licensed by the com-
mon council.

Third.—To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, aud
disorderly assemblages in said village, and to provide for
the arrest and punishment of any persou or persons who
shall be guilty of the same ; to suppress disorderly houses
or groceries, and houses ot ill-fame, and to provide tor
the arrest and punishment of the keepers thereof; and to
authorize the destruction of all instruments used for the
purpose of gamiug.

Fourth.—To compel the owner or occupant of any gro-
cery, cellar, tallow chandler's shop, soap factory, tannery,
stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome, nauseous
house or place, to cleanse, remove or abate the same,
from time to time as often as may be deemed necessary
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for the health^ comfort and convenience of the inhabitants
of said village.

Fifth.—To direct the location and management of slaugh-
ter house and markets, breweries, distilleries and pawn-
brokers.

Sixth.—To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-
walks, lanes, alleys or public grounds, with carriages,
carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, firewood, posts, awnings
or any other materials or substances whatever.

Seventh.—To prevent and punish horse racing, immode-
rate riding or driving in the streets, to compel persons to
fasten their horses or other animals, attached to vehicles
or otherwise, while standing in the streets; and to regu-
late places of bathing and swimming in the waters within £
the limits of said village.

Eighth.—To restrain the -running at large of cattle,
horses, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to authorize
the distraining and sale of the same, and to impose penal-
ties on the owners of such animals for violatiou of the
ordinances.

Ninth;—To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
may impose a tax on the same, and to authorize the de-
struction of the same in a summary manner when at large
contrary to the ordinance.

Tenth.—To prevent any person from bringing, deposit-
ing or having within said village, any putrid carcass, or
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal
of the same by any person who shall have upon his premi-
ses any substance, or putrid or unsound beef, pork, fish,
hides or skin of any kind, and on default to authorize the
removal thereof by some competent officers, at the expense
of such person o** persons.

Eleventh.—To make and establish public grounds,
pumps, wells, cisterns, hydrants and reservoirs, and to
provide for and control the erection of water works
for the supply of water to the inhabitants.

Twelfth.—-To establish and regulate boards of health,
and to provide hospitals and hospital grounds.

Thirteenth.—To prevent all persons riding or driving
any ox, mule, cattle, or other animal on the sidewalks in
said village, or in any way doing any damages to such side-
walks.

Fourteenth.—To prevent the shooting of fire-arms or
crackers, and to prevent the exhibition of any fireworks in
any situation which may be considered by the council as

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dangerous to the village or any property therein, or an-
noying any citizen thereof.

fifteenth.—To prevent open or notorious drunkenness
and obscenity iu the streets or public places of said town,
and to provide for the arrest and punishment of all persons
•who shall be guilty of the same.

Sixteenth.—To license and regulate butchers' stalls,
shops and stands for the sale of game, poultry, butchers'
meat, butter, fish and other provisions.

Seventeenth.—To regulate the place and manner of
weighing hay and selling the siime, and the measuring of
and selling of firewood, coal and lime, and to appoint suit-
able persons to superintend and conduct the same,

of coon- Eighteenth.—To compel the owner or occupant of build-
ings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the
sidewalk, street or alley opposite thereto, and to compel
such owner or occupant to remove from the lot owned or
occupied by him, all such substance as the board of
health may direct; and in his default, to authorize the
removal or destruction thereof, by some officer ot the vil-
lage, at the expense of such owner and occupant.

Nineteenth.—To provide for watchmen, and to prescribe
their numbers and duties and regulate the same, aud to
create and establish the police of said village, and to pre-
scribe the uumber of police officers and their duties, and
to regulate the same.

Twentieth-—To provide by ordinance for a standard of
weights and measures, for the appointment of a village
sealer, and to require all weights and measures to be sealed
hy ihe village sealer, and to provide for the punishment
of the use of false weights aud measures.

Twenty-first.—To direct and regulate the planting and
preserving of ornamental trees in the streets and public
grounds, and to protect native shade trees.

Twenty-second.—To remove and abate any nuisance,
obstruction or encroachment upon the streets, alleys,
public grounds and highways of the village.

Twenty third.—To remove and abate any nuisance in-
jurious to the public health, and to provide for the punish-
ment of all persons who shall cause or maintain such
nuisances.

Twenty-fourth.—To do all acts, and make all regula-
tions which may be necessary or expedient for the preser-
vation of health, and the suppression of disease, and to
make regulations to prevent the introduction of contagious
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or infectious diseases into the village, and to make quar-
antine laws, and enforce the same within the village.

Twenty-fifth.-^To restrain and punish vagrants, mendi-
cants, street beggars aud prostitutes.

Twenty-sixth.^Fiucs, penalties and punishments im-
posed by the common council for the breach of any ordi-
nance, by law or regulation of said village, may extend to
.a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and iraprisou-
•ment not exceeding thirty days, or both, and to be fed on
bread and water at the discretion of the justice, and offen-
•ders against the same may be required to give security
for their good behavior, aud to. keep the peace for a period
not exceeding six months, aud in a sum not exceeding five
'hundred dollars.

Twenty-seventh.—To raise money for opening, build-
ing, grading, paving or repairing streets and sidewalks,
the expense of which shall be chargeable to all the prop-
erty alike within the incorporated limits of said village.

SEC. 16. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and
by-laws shall be passed by an affirmative vote of a majority ^Jeo*J^ft

admitted as evidence in any court in the state, without
further proof; they shall be recorded by the recorder ia
books to be provided for that purpose.

SEC. 17. The powers conferred upon the common Wh(itdeein(.dlo
-council to provide for the abatement or removal of nuisan- be common mi.
ces, shall not bar or hinder suits, prosecutions or proceed-
ings in the courts according to law. Gambling houses,
houses of ill-fanifc, disorderly tavcrus, aud houses or places
where spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors are sold
without license, required therefor, withiu the limits of
.said village, are hereby declared and shall be deemed
public or common nuisances.

SEC. 18. The council shall examine, audit and adjust
the accounts ot the recorder, treasurer, justice, and all
other officers and agents of the village, at such times as
they may deem proper, and also at the end of each year ** eimndw M-
.and before the term lor which the officers of said village
were elected or appointed shall have expired. And the
common council shall require each and every such officer
and agent to exhibit his books, accounts and vouchers for
guch examination and settlement, and if any such officer
or agent shall rofuse to comply with the orders of said
council in the discharge of their said duties, in pursuance
of this section, or shall neglect or refuse to render his ac-
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counts or present his books and vouchers to said council
or a committee thereof, it shall bo the duty of the com-
mon council to declare the office of such person vacant.
And the common council shall order suits and proceedings
at law against any officer or agent of said village who may
be found delinquent or defaulting in his accounts, or in
the discharge of his official duties, and shall make a full
record of all such settlements and ftdjustments.
